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MAJORITY    REPORT. 


The  majority  of  the  Committee  on  the  Contingent  Fund,  res- 
pectfully Report,  that  they  have  examined  the  accompanying  ac- 
counts of  the  Contingent  Fund,  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  late 
Executive,  and  find  them  correct  according  to  law,  with  the  ex- 
ceptions hereinafter  mentioned. 

The  committee  find  that  Executive  warrents,  No.  82,  for  $50; 
No.  85,  for  |55.75;  No.  86,  for  $62.25;  No.  87,  for  $500;  No.  89, 
for  $14,25;  No.  90  for  $754.25;  No.  101,  for  $273.09;  for  1857, 
and  No.  6,  for  $52.85;  for  1858,  in  all  amounting  to  the  sura  of 
$1712.44;  were  issued  to  pay  the  expenses  incident  to  the  inter- 
ference of  the  late  Executive,  with  the  recent  elections  in  the 
city  of  Baltimore. 

Of  these  warrants  No.  101,  for  $273.09;  was  to  pay  George  P. 
Kane,  for  cartridges  furnished  by  him,  to  be  used  on  the  singular 
occasion  above  mentioned. 

Those  cartridges  were  not  used  so  far  as  your  committee  can 
discover,  nor  has  it  come  to  our  knowledge,  what  disposition  has 
been  made  of  them. 

The  other  items  above  specified,  appear  to  be  for  the  extraordi- 
nary expenses  of  that  campaign;  including  the  charge  of  $754.25, 
for  freight  on  the  muskets,  benevolently  loaned  to  Maryland  by 
the  Governor  of  Virginia,  an  act  of  "comity,"  that  your  committee 
think  deserves  the  special  notice  of  the  General  Assembly,  an  ex- 
pression of  their  opinion  on  that  proceeding  of  Maryland.  But 
your  committee  does  not  deem  it  necessary  to  enter  into  any  fur- 
ther specific  details  of  the  items  above  referred  to. 

We  deem  it  our  duty  here  to  record  our  protest  against  the  ex- 
penditure of  the  State's  money,  for  any  such  purposes.  It  is  en- 
tirely unnecessary  for  us  to  enter  into  any  argument  in  the  absence 
of  constitutional  or  legal  authority,  for  Governor  Ligon's  action  in 
this  matter. 

The  Legislature  and  the  people  of  the  State,  have  thoroughly 
examined  the  whole  subject,  and  have  most  unequivocally  con- 


demned  his  acts,  and  we  are  unwilling  to  add  to  that   which  he 
has  already  received. 

The  Executive  Contingent  Fund,  is  placed  solely  at  the  dispo- 
sal of  the  Governor.  In  his  wisdom,  Governor  Ligon  has  ex- 
pended a  portion  thereof,  for  purposes  that  do  not  meet  with  our 
approval.  But  your  committee  is  unable  to  propose  any  plan  to 
meet  the  exigencies  of  the  case.  We  can  therefore,  only  record 
here  our  protest  against  the  aforesaid  unlawful  expenditure  of 
the  State's  money,  by  which  the  whole  amount  of  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  year  1857,  has  been  taken  up,  and  by  reason  of  which 
payments  for  unlawful  purposes  many  just  debts  incurred  by  the 
late  Governor,  for  the  ordinary,  proper  and  current  business  of  the 
Executive  department,  have  remained  unpaid,  and  the  expenses 
of  the  late  Administration  have  thrown  upon  the  fund  which  the 
Legislature  may  appropriate  for  this  year,  the  sum  of  nearly  two 
thousand  dollars,  thus  expended  for  the  transportation  of  materials 
to  be  used  against  the  peace  of  the  State,  would  more  than  have 
satisfied  the  numerous  just  creditors  cf  the  fund,  whose  claims 
have  been  neglected  and  postponed  by  reason  of  these  unwarranted 
acts  of  the  late  Governor.

MINORITY    REP OUT. 


Mr.  Contee,  from  the  Minority  of  the  Committee  on  the  Con- 
tingent Fund,  made  the  following  Report : 

To  the  Honorable, 

The  House  of  Delegates  of  Maryland : 

The  minority  of  your  committee  have  the  honor  to  report  that 
they  have  examined  the  vouchers  for  the  years  1856  and  1857, 
chargeable  to  the  contingent  fund,  and  agree  with  the  majority  in 
testifying  to  their  correctness,  but  take  exception  to  their  reflec- 
tions on  the  conduct  and  course  of  the  late  Governor. 

The  Constitution,  art.  2,  sec.  9,  says,  "The  Governor  shall  be 
commander  in  chief  of  the  land  and  naval  forces  of  the  State,  and 
may  call  out  the  militia  to  repel  invasion,  suppress  insurrection, 
and  enforce  the  execution  of  the  laws  ;"  again,  section  10,  "He 
shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed."  These 
then  are  clearly  duties  made  obligatory  on  the  Executive,  made 
so  by  the  Constitution,  which  he  takes  an  oath  to  support.  His 
judgment  then  must  be  left  free,  for  it  is  to  this  judgment  he  is 
to  look  when  such  emergencies  arise  as  require  the  interposition 
of  Executive  authority. 

Jn  his  message,  so  unadvisedly,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  mi- 
nority of  your  committee,  so  unjustly  condemned  by  a  strict  par- 
ty vote  of  this  House,  Governor  Ligon  sets  forth  in  a  plain,  un- 
varnished way,  the  condition  of  things  in  Baltimore  city,  the  ne- 
cessity, in  his  judgment,  for  his  interposition,  his  mode  of  pro- 
ceeding, and  the  results.  To  any  one  who  reads  this  statement, 
it  is  evident  that  the  Governor  was  acting,  and  did  act,  under  a 
high  sense  of  duty  imposed  upon  him  by  his  conscience,  his  posi- 
tion, and  the  laws  of  the  State. 

In  his  judgment  then,  strengthened,  too,  by  counsel  with  wise 
and  able  men,  he  finds  it  necessary  to  call  out  and  enroll  certain 
troops.     Troops  without  arms  are  useless ;  it  would  be  an  unne- 


cessary  display.  In  looking  for  arms  to  place  in  the  hands  of 
these  troops,  Gov.  Ligon  finds  that  those  of  the  State  are  unfit  for 
service  ;  arms  must  of  course  be  had  ;  for  clearly  the  same  laws 
which  empowered  the  Governor  to  call  out  the  troops,  made  it 
incumbent  on  him  to  arm  them.  In  this  crisis  he  turns  for  aid 
to  the  Governor  of  Virginia,  who,  with  that  comity  and  prompt- 
ness which  characlerizes  him,  immediately  sent  them  on.  It 
was  for  the  transportation  of  these  arms  from  Richmond  to  Wash- 
ington, and  back  again  to  Richmond,  that  the  heaviest  charge  on 
the  contingent  fund  was  incurred  ;  other  arms  were  brought  from 
Frederick  and  Easton,  and  a  sum  of  $273  09  expended  for  ammu- 
nition. These  several  sums  go  to  swell  up  the  amount  to  some 
$1,700  paid  out  of  the  contingent  fund. 

These  acts  of  the  Governor  have  been  denounced  in  the  most 
sweeping  manner,  as  "  extravagant,"  "extraordinary,"  and  "  un- 
constitutional," by  the  majority  of  your  comrniltee  in  their  re- 
port. 

The  minority  of  your  committee  are  at  a  loss  to  compre- 
hend how  that  act  can  be  "  unconstitutional,"  which  is  made  ob- 
ligatory by  the  Constitution  itself. 

As  to  the  acts  of  the  Governor  being  "  extraordinary,"  the  mi- 
nority of  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion,  that  all  that  was 
"  extraordinary"  in  his  course,  was  caused  by  the  condition  of 
things  in  Baltimore  city,  and  by  the  rebellious  and  contumacious 
conduct  of  the  mayor  of  that  city,  Thos.  Swann,  who,  although 
a  sworn  servant  of  the  State,  threw  in  the  way  of  the  Executive, 
his  appointed  chief  and  ruler  by  the  people,  every  obstacle  that 
his  insubordinate  temper  could  suggest. 

In  conclusion,  the  minority  of  your  committee  can  find  nothing 
in  the  course  of  Ex-Gov.  Ligon  to  disapprove,  but  much  to  ad- 
mire and  recommend  ;  and  in  their  opinion,  so  far  from  his  course 
having  been  "  unconstitutional"  he  proved  himself  a  wise  and 
honest  Executive,  and  a  good  and  faithful  servant  of  the  people.
